About aoventy bills were piteeed, clear 
ing the calendar of much accumulation 
and leaving only important measure 
pending. 


The Cuban que3tion received brief and 


inconclusive attention early in the day. 


Mr. Call, Democrat of Florida, rea( 


the following telegram from Key West : 
"Marquis Itoderidguea has been taken 
from theBteamerOlivette. Last Wednes- 
day Louio Sauiallien und eon were taken 
at Havana. All are American citinens. 
Got them out of the grasp of the Span- 
ish authorities." 


Oall offered a resolution reciting the 


arreat und directing the executive au- 
thorities to uncertain if any just cause 
for their arrest existed, and if not, to de- 
mand their immudiatu release. 


Hoar suggested that the resolution

The bill carried $4,415,922, of which 
$3,2-12,682 waa for the expenses of United 
States courts. 


Mr. Crisp inquired what had become 


of the report ol the committee on rules, 
which was under consideration a week 
and which bud not yet been disposed of. 
He called attention to the fact that cer- 
tain amendments agreed to are being 
enforced before the report aa a whole 
has been agreed to. At the proper time 
lie gave notice of his intention to offer a 
substitute for the entire report. 


Mr. Dalzell explained that the matter 


would be brought up later after a fur- 
ther meeting of the committee on rules. 


The house then, at 1.20, went into

more than 100 per cent. There was, he 
declared, urgent necessity for a reform. 
The fee system ought to be abolished 
and fixed salaries provided for United 
States district attorneys and United 
States marshals. 


Mr. Sayres, Democrat 
of Texas, 


agreed with Mr. Cannon as to the press- 
ing necessity for reform. Unless the 
present system was changed the expen- 
ses of United States 
marshals 
and 


United States commissioners would in- 
crease voar by year to an cnormoua ex- 
tent. 


Mr. Henderson, Republican of Iowa, 


eaid that in the last congress the loan 
bill had been prepared, but had fallen, 
ho had been 
informed, of its own 


weight. 


Mr. Hainer, Itopublican of Nebraska, 


challenged Mr. Henderson's statement. 
That bill, he said, would produce consid- 
erable reduction of expondituraa. It 
had been rein trod need and would bo 
pressed at this session.

White Metal Dollars.

When the present 
ministration came into power there 
ere in the treasury ahou!, $29,000,000 
silver dollars roined from bullion UD- 
er tl,-e act of 1800, and available for the 
demption of treasury notes isaued in 
ay m en t of the bullion purchased. 
Since Aucuat, 181M, about $1S,QOO,000 
these notes have been redeemed in 
ver dollars and cancelled. 
The secretary of tho treasury has now 
ecided to coin from tho bullion now on 
mnd and purchased under the act of 


90, about $18,000,000, which will re- 
ore the amount of dollars in the truas- 
ry to what it was on March 4, 1993. 
le average cost of the silver bullion 
irchased under the Sherman act was 
i.< cents on the dollar, which leaves a 


;ain or aeicniorage of 28]^ centa on the 
otlar. At this rate the seigniorage on 
ie $18,000,000 to he coined would be 
5,130,000, which will be accounted for 
n the available cash on hand, iucreas- 
ng it by that amount. 
The order for the resumption of the 
oinage at the mints at I'hiladelpbia, 
ew Orleans and San Francisco is ex- 
ected in a day or two.

St. Louis Firemen Buried

ST. Louis, January 21.— As a result of 


a fire in a building tonight five firemen 
are buried in the ruins and one is dead. 
Four of those in the ruins are thought to 
JO dead, as nothing can be seen or heard 
of them, while the fifth, It. Miller of 
Savage Corps No. 1, can be heard and it 
is hoped to reacue him alive. Owney 
rliiiea, foreman of truck No. G, who was 
aken from the burning building soon 
after the lire started badly suffocated 
and cut, died while being taken to the 
hospital. 


The total loss caused by water and fire 


is estimated at fully 4209,000, fully in- 
sured. 


At 1.30 Wednesday, the firemen BUC- 


leeded in rescuing H. Miller, who was 
.aken to the hospital. 1 lia left arm was 
>rokenand his body badly bruised, but 
ie ia not fatatally injured. The firemen 
are now working at a pile of debris with 
be prospect of BOOH getting out the 
bodies of the missing men, who are un- 
oubtedly dead. 
At thin hour (2. 15 a.m.) the firemen 
ave cleared away considerable of tho 
ebris piled on top of their comrades, 


and faint cries can be heard from tho 
center of the heap, which is ceiling high, 


ine of the men eaid be could recognizo 
the voice of Captain -Stanntou, and they 


mprisoncd ones out. 
It will take several hours to go to the 


lottom of the wreckage, whuie it is 
loped to find the four men alive. 


FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Three Men Killed and Several Se- 


riously Injured. 


NEW HAVES, Conn., January 21.— 


Three men were killed and four received 
eerioufl injuries today by the explosion 
of gas in tho four-story building owned 
by English & Morsick, and occupied by 
tho owners, who are engaged in the 
manufacture of carriage hardware, and 
F. Pfleglar & Co., hardware manufac- 
turers. 


The explosion set the building on fire, 


and it was destroyed with all its con- 
tents, the loss amounting to $100,000. 
There were about forty people in the 
building at the time of the accident, and 
for a time the report was current that 
fully half of these had poriehud. 


The explosion took place in Vtteglar's 


warerooms, where the gas tank was be- 
ing tested. Hauser, who was doing the 
work, was instantly killed, his body bu- 
ing terribly mangled. 


Two -bodies, supposed to be those of 


William Stevens, bookkeeper, and a lad 
named Toot, ware taken from the ruins, 
after the fire had been subdued.

Gillau't* reply to Father Guriga't letter 
IB a remarkable assertion. Rev. Gillan 
claims to ba a "Christian Catholic, and 
not a Roman Catholic." That ie the 
first time I have Been or heard a Meth- 
odist clergyman claiming to be a Catho- 
lic. For more than seventeen centuries 
before Rev. Gillan'a eect existed Roman 
Catholics believed in Christ, which cer- 
tainly entitles them to the name of 
Christians. Roman Catholic mission- 
aries, bishops, monks and priests, com- 
missioned by tbe bishop of Rome, bad 
converted the heathen nations, peoples 
and tribes of Europe many centuries 
before John Wealey, tbe founder of 
Rev. Gillan'a sect, was born. Protest- 
ant clergymen never let an opportunity 
slip out of thoir hands to express their 
repugnance of Roman Catholics. What 
is the motive, reason and ground of tbe 
terrible aversion, denunciation and 
hatred of the Roman Catholic church?

you and peace from God our Father ami 
the Lord Jesus Christ. First I thank 
my God through Jesus Christ for you all 
that your faith is spoken of throughout 
the whole world." Or is the hatred of 
Rome grounded on tbe historical fact 
that Rome tbe citadel of idolatry of the 
world at tbe beginning of the Christian 
era is tbe place where the vast number 
of Roman Catholic Christians, including 
tiie two Apostles above mentioned and 
twenty-six successors of St. Peter, suff- 
ered martyrdom for the faith in Christ?

Oh, the terrible days that we wan- 
ired in the mountains without food or 
othes. When, after a ween, we saw 
at we would starve to death, we re- 
rned to our homes.

We sat down in our empty 
OUBOS and prayed God to help us. 
We ask only for bread, for death is at 
and. Has God forgotten us? Has he 
fused to listen to our prayers? I can- 
ot write what is in iny heart. I beg 
ou to send us money to enable UB to 
vo through the winter. If you cannot, 
eath will soon como to our relief. Oh, 
you could hear our children crying for 
read, while we have none to give them, 
would wring your heart.

reader, i& one ol tho lew men in l»i« li«o 
who can rotvrn to Freano from time to 
time iiml liml their popularity umHmin- 
inuwl. As eoon us it wae aniunnicoii 
tlmlTymlall would plvc » fm-exiiibi- 
tion of liie powers on the street ni-nr the 
tJratul Central hotel yceterday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, fully 1000 persona were on 
hand to eeo the performance.

The ordinary feat of mind reading was 


varied in this case by the use of a few 
vardF of tcleprapli wire. Tyndull liold- 
inj: one. end, the subject the other. Tlie 
insulating material was stripped a few 
inches at each terminal ol the wire, pre- 
gumably to allow ttie animal electricity 
more readily to pase from hand to hand. 


While Tyndall was being blindfolded 


and his head covered with a black cap 
similar to that used on criminals doomed 
to execution, Pr.

Tyndall made a brief address, setting 


forth why he had not been buried at 
Ivos Augelce, and was then blindfolded 
by tHo'memberfl of the committee in 
one of tlie ante-rooms. Meanwhile a 
lady in the audience stood up by request 
eo tbat she could be seen and closely 
identified by one of the committee. Tho 
lady sat down and Tyndall was brought 
in. He took the band of tbe committee 
member and almost immediately found 
tbe lady, Mre, A. T. Stevens.

wbilu Tyndall was being blindfolded in 
the ante-room.

Special Agent Cromwell of tho United 


States internal rcveuus service and Dep- 
uty Collector Al Griflin yesterday seined 
a email distillery in this city, charging 
that it wae carrying on illicit operations. 


Simon M. Seropiau, the proprietor of 


the distillery, waff arrested on a charge 
of having in hia possession a die tilling 
apparatus not lice used according to law. 
He was taken before United States 
Court Commissioner Dante H. Prince, 
who released him on $2000 bail. The 
examination waa set for today at 10 
o'clock. 


Seropian brought his still to this coun- 


try from Armenia. It is a email affair 
and the operations of the plant have 
been very limited. What little brandy 
Seropian had on hand was seized by the 
otlicere. 
He madn the brandy at his home on 


Fresno etreet, between P and Q. He 
made no effort at concealment, and it is 
thought that he was not aware of the 
fact that he was violating the law. He 
has been Belling his brandy at retail 
about town and was doing this even a 
year ago. 
At the time of the seizure tho officers 


found brandy two years old and some 
one vearold. Seropian had some pomace 
on hand and was making prepartione to 
distill it. 


Although the seizure is not an im- 


portant one, considerable interest is 
always attached to the discovery of il- 
licit distilleries. If Seropian is con- 
victed the penalty will be at least a tine 
of $100 and not more than $2000, and 
two years' imprisonment.
